I nside South Coast Plaza, a constant flow 
of eager December shoppers whisked 
by Bijan Gilani, who was seated at a 
cafe table and explaining to me a concept 
incongruent with the upscale commercial 
setting: how to live on $3 per day. 

“Actually, I’m trying to live on $2 a day, 
but I haven’t been able to do it,” said Gilani, 
who paused and smilingly added, “yet.” 

Though he 
has been an art¬ 
ist (a sculptor and 
painter), business¬ 
man, boxer, philoso¬ 
pher, cook, actor, dog 
trainer, world trav¬ 
eler, honors student, 
limousine driver, 
bartender, African- 
art collector, and 
fitness trainer and 
remains a man guar¬ 
anteed to liven up 
any party with genuine charisma, the Her¬ 
culean, $3 daily feat isn’t a stunt for Gilani. 

It isn’t even voluntary. 

Incredibly, the onetime, self-made mil¬ 
lionaire—who earned a doctorate from 
UC Irvine—is one of Orange County’s 
homeless. He grew up in an ultra-wealthy 
Middle Eastern family, but now Gilani 
doesn’t own a television, kitchen, bath¬ 
room or bed—unless you count a seat in 
his 4-foot-by-2.5-foot current residence: a 
green, 1997 Land Rover. 

“I know it’s hard to believe that is my 
home,” he said. “But it’s true.” 

If your image of a homeless person 
includes foul odors, disheveled appear¬ 
ances, scary rants and terrible addictions, 
Gilani shatters that stereotype. He dresses 
in old-but-neat clothes from shops such as 
Abercrombie & Fitch. He keeps his white 
hair and goatee finely groomed. The afore¬ 
mentioned SUV is spotless and uncluttered. 
His speech—delivered with the graceful 
English accent he acquired while attending 
a British boarding school—doesn’t abruptly 
veer to the nonsensical. He fought in pro¬ 
fessional boxing matches decades ago, but 
he carries himself with a gentle confidence 
that exudes warmth. Jobless, he craves an 
income other than that of a small, monthly, 
government-assistance check, but he 
refuses to beg for pocket change. 

In November, Gilani agreed to let an 
Irvine church pay for a repair to his SUV 
only if he could perform sweat-producing 
tasks in return. “I’ll work for money,” said 
a physically fit Gilani, who’ll turn 59 years 
old on Christmas Day. “I’ll earn it. But I 
won’t just take it. That’s important to me.” 

How can he survive on a few bucks 
per day? 

“You’ve got to be creative,” he replied. “I 
shop at discount stores and buy items such 
as lettuce, fresh beans, bread and peanut 
butter. I make salads with vinegar, tomatoes 
and some salt. Sure, my diet gets boring.” 

In typical Gilani fashion, he laughs and 
says, “I’ve never dug into the trash!”

He has three relative luxuries besides his 
SUV: a low-end cell phone, a gym member¬ 
ship and his cherished, free admittance to 
the Newport Beach Public Library. 

Said Gilani, “I realize people have it a 
lot worse.” 

In this dismal economy, tales of homeless¬ 
ness are standard fare in the mainstream 
media. Los Angeles Times reporter Christo¬ 
pher Goffard wrote a groundbreaking 2010 
series about life on the infamous Skid Row, 
but I don’t recall him encountering a charac¬ 
ter who resembles Gilani. Yet, as fascinating 
as he is, his saga might not have prompted 
attention without a stunning irony. 

In 2003, Gilani wrote his doctor of phi¬ 
losophy dissertation at UCI on... drum roll 
... homelessness. The thoughtful, 148-page 
paper titled “The Emergence of Resistant 
Poverty and the Perception of Low Self- 
Efficacy” called for new strategies to tackle 
homelessness based on raising emotional 
stability and heightened self-reliance. 

Just five years later, Gilani would lose 
his gorgeous, multimillion-dollar Pasa¬ 
dena home during the national housing 
crash—an event that happened simultane¬ 
ously with his own credit-card blunders. 

“I always had money,” he recalled. “Then, 
all of a sudden, I didn’t have enough money 
to feed my dog.... I take responsibility.” 

Gilani ended up sleeping on rough Los 
Angeles streets, finding himself emotion¬ 
ally lost and, for a time, determined to 


find answers inside vodka bottles. But 
before his own collapse, he’d studied 
homelessness up close. 

“I did what I had to do to get to the meat 
of the matter,” said Gilani. “I wanted to 
know why people fall into homelessness 
and what makes them resistant to change. 
Even when they are offered help, they won’t 
take it. Why? It became real personal to me.” 

He spent many nights befriending 
members of this underclass, learning 
about their individual issues and trying to 
understand the struggles. “At one point, 

I collected knowledge about homeless¬ 
ness,” Gilani told me. “Knowledge is 
fact-based. Understanding is experience- 
based. Now, I understand.” 

Not surprisingly, some of his experiences 
have been disturbing. An angry homeless 
man with territorial sensibilities assaulted 
him one night on Pacific Coast Highway. 

He has encountered women willing to do 
anything—I’ll skip disturbing details—for 
a beer, as well as fearless gutter rodents 
and machine-gun fire from deranged Asian 
hoodlums aiming for someone else. He has 
also discovered good people who’ve been 
discarded by society because of perceived 
handicaps such as a speech impediment or 
physical abnormality. 

“It’s very sad,” he said. “It doesn’t have 
to be like this. These people have value.” 

In his scholastic Ph.D. endeavors, he 
discovered a consistent trait among the 
homeless. “It didn’t matter whether they 
were male or female, from rich or poor 
backgrounds, young or old, had become 
alcoholics or not, if they’d been abused or 
not,” said Gilani. “The one thing every¬ 


one had in common was they’d grown up 
emotionally distant from their parents.” 

And that observation led him to a con¬ 
clusion: “Something bad happens in these 
people’s lives, and they gave up,” said Gilani. 
“That something wouldn’t bother the aver¬ 
age person, but these people can’t go on. 
There is a misconception that they blame 
the government. They actually blame them¬ 
selves. They know the steps out of home¬ 
lessness, but they think they can’t do it.” 

There is related stress in Gilani’s life. 

“My close friends have abandoned me,” 
he said. 

Gilani is also frustrated by excuses 
employers give before dismissing his 
applications: He’s too old or too educated 
or too skilled. That rejection has caused 
him to occasionally fear “deep down 
darkness”—submitting to the belief that 
he, too, is hopelessly trapped. A doctor 
prescribed medication to treat depression, 
but he doesn’t take it because he hates the 
way it takes the life out of him. Instead, to 
help him keep confidence, he has a ritual. 

“Every morning, I remind myself who 
I am,” Gilani said. “I can write. I can 
think. I’m educated. I’m a moral person. 

I like being around people. I’m adaptable, 
humble, and I love to laugh.” 

Ironically, that optimism prompts 
suspicions. 

“One of my old friends asked me not too 
long ago, ‘Bijan, maybe you like this life 
subconsciously?”’ he recalled. “No, I know 
that someday this will change for me. I 
want to work; I’d be a huge asset to some¬ 
one’s business. All I need is a chance.”

ey, look at this one,” Gary Tovar says to no one in par- 
ticular. “I liked this one. This is when Keith [Morris] 
A broke his back, so I knew he’d go on early, right?” 

Tovar positions the poster 
over the trunk of his cham¬ 
pagne-colored, 1990s-era Toy¬ 
ota Corolla parked in the empty 
lot belonging to what used 
to be Acres of Books in Long 
Beach. The black-and-white 
poster advertised a show 
on Pearl Harbor Day, Dec. 7, 
1984, at the now-defunct 
Grand Olympic Auditorium in 
downtown Los Angeles. The 
background was splattered 
with the iconic photograph of 
Japanese fighter planes queu¬ 
ing up for their attack on Pearl 
Harbor and the words “SYN¬ 
CHRONIZE WATCHES! ALL- 
, . AMERICAN SKANK-OFF!” 
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The lineup? One that would sell out 
venues even today, with Circle Jerks, 
the Vandals and Youth Brigade leading 
the pack. 

“I had to talk to the Vandals and tell 
them, so I said, ‘Vandals, take the 11 
o’clock spot’ By 12:15, they’ll be burnt, 
and sure enough, by a quarter to 1, a half- 
hour into the set, people were leaving.” 

Meanwhile, Paul Tollett is quietly 
thumbing through a well-preserved photo 
album, the kind with adhesive pages, 
picked at random from a pile stacked 
child-high that was sitting shotgun. 

“Keith Morris,” he says, gesturing to 
the photo. “From OFF! And Circle Jerks.” 

“Oh, look at this one!” Tovar exclaims, 
unfurling another oversized poster. 
“Remember Melody Dance Center?” 

Another poster unraveled: “Oh, here’s 
another one ... the Damned.” 

And another: Fishbone, Bad Manners 
at Fender’s Ballroom. Long Beach. 

Another: “FUCK OFF, WANKERS!” is 
scrawled at the top. 

“A show with a message,” Tollett says. 

“Who did Public Enemy?” 

“That was March of’88,” Tovar 
answers. “Or do you mean the [Santa 
Monica] Civic one?” 

“N.W.A was at the Palladium; that was 
’87. That was their debut.” 

“Their debut? Huh.” 

The sun is just starting to dip below the 
buildings of downtown Long Beach, and 


the men are only beginning to reminisce. 
Tovar wears a freshly pressed, blue dress 
shirt over a white crew T-shirt. Jeans, 
dark wraparound sunglasses and a pair 
of black Docs top it off He’s the founder 
of Goldenvoice Productions, the wildly 
influential Southern California concert- 
promotions company. With roots long- 
steeped in punk, Tovar and Goldenvoice 
helped usher the genre from small clubs 
scattered throughout the suburbs into 
all-ages, large-capacity venues such as the 
Palladium and the Olympic. 

Tovar spent seven years in prison on 
charges of drug distribution and left 
Goldenvoice in the very capable hands of 
employees Tollett and Rick Van Santen. 
While the subsequent years weren’t 
exactly the smoothest ones for the com¬ 
pany, two decades and a little something 
called the Coachella Music and Arts Fes¬ 
tival later, it has secured its reputation for 
gathering the best, most innovative artists 
together for bills that span from intimate 
clubs to Imperial Valley polo flelds. 

And this weekend, Goldenvoice cel¬ 
ebrates 30 years of riots, organized may¬ 
hem and beautiful music over three days 
with a lineup straight from the early years 
of the company. 

“There were many bands Goldenvoice 
helped along through the years,” Tovar 
explains. “But this is a festival to help cel¬ 
ebrate the bands who made Goldenvoice.”

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t was 1981, and punk rock was a 
I liability. 

Just as promoters and venues 
tend to freak out over electronic- and 
rave-anything these days, promoters and 
venues back then wanted to avoid punk. 

“Nobody wanted to do punk rock 
because it meant damages. I didn’t see 
it as this Neanderthal music that some 
people wanted to stamp out,” Tovar says, 
sitting outside Jan’s Health Bar just off 
the main drag in Huntington Beach. He 
speaks energetically, with a passion that 
has clearly remained intact. “I refused 
to let the police, the authorities dictate 
what kind of music [could] be presented. 
We had every right to perform and every 
right to this culture.” 

Although Tovar’s first punk show was 
catching the Sex Pistols at San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Winterland Ballroom in January 
1978, he was introduced to punk’s plight 
through his younger sister Bianca, who 
had alerted him the police were tighten¬ 
ing their grip around shows in Southern 
California. The heavy-handed crackdown 
convinced a 20-year-old Tovar that he 
wanted punk rock to flourish. 

“I saw the culture. I wanted to push it 
as far as I could,” he says. “I wanted to 
expose it to as many people as I could. I 
thought there were a lot of good thoughts 
that were getting a lot of resistance. And I 
think we won.” 

Chuck Dukowski, founding member 
and bass player of Black Flag and the 
man behind the Goldenvoice logo still in 
use today, says there was one main dis¬ 
tinction between Goldenvoice and other 
promoters at the time: “Gary and Gold¬ 
envoice were willing to work with us 
and other new groups coming out of the 
punk rock underground. When the going 
got rough, Gary wasn’t scared away by 
police pressure.” 

Born in Los Angeles, Tovar was 
now splitting his time between Santa 
Barbara and Huntington Beach. He 
decided to start his venture first in 
Santa Barbara, comparing it to “practic¬ 
ing in the minor leagues before I came 
into the majors.” Goldenvoice’s first 
show featured T.S.O.L., Shattered Faith 
and Rhino 39 at La Casa de la Raza on 
Dec. 4,1981. 

“The town was completely unaware 
of what was coming,” T.S.O.L. singer 
Jack Grisham explains. “Gary put on 
a crazy spread and had a really nice 
house. It was kind of a trippy situa¬ 
tion because you always wonder when 
a guy goes, ‘Heeeey, I want to put on a 
show,”’ Grisham rasps in a pretty spot- 
on impression of Tovar’s doddery voice. 
“Sure you do, guy. Really? But Gary was 
totally legit. We drove up to Santa Bar¬ 
bara; he had this bitchen house in the 
hills and, like, a full-spread buffet table.” 

Grisham chuckles. 

“Food for everybody, like a really classy 
party. Like classier than the people who 
were invited,” he continues. “It’s like, 
‘What the fuck is this?’ And unlike those 
other people who were just throwing 
shows, Gary actually stuck around. It was 
like he became part of the community,” 



he says. “It was like Gary was a fan. I 
don’t actually know if he was one. But he 
was into it. A lot of times, Gary was like a 
kid, the way he would act. ‘Oh, we got a 
great shooooooowwwww.’” 

Grisham pauses for more laughter. 

“You know how he talks, right? He’s got 
that voice: ‘This is grrrreaaaaat.’” 

When asked how T.S.O.L. knew Tovar 
was more than your average concert 
promoter, Grisham responds promptly: 
“When he started paying us more than 
anyone else in the country would pay us. 

I mean, it pissed people off. Gary really 
started paying these bands what they 
were worth. We’d play a show, and the 
show would be packed, and a band would 



get 100 or 200 bucks. Gary was the first 
punk promoter who actually paid what 
they deserved—well, if we all got what 
we deserved, we’d all be in jail—but it 
was unlike any other promoter. Every¬ 
body wanted to be on Gary’s shows, and 
it was only a short time before he was the 
biggest promoter around.” 

Joe Escalante, bass player for the Van¬ 
dals, thinks Tovar’s reach extended far 
beyond California. “Gary started a booking 
agency to help bands like Social Distortion 
and the Vandals to break out of LA and 
across the U.S.,” he says. “[They] booked 
us an awesome tour, but we didn’t have a 
vehicle. Gary bought us a van just in time 


to make the tour. He was like an angel.” 

On top of that, Escalante shares that 
Tovar had also made sure the Vandals 
got to Hawaii when the band were still 
very young. “He met me in Huntington 
Beach at a parking lot and handed me 
four plane tickets to Oahu,” he recalls. 
“We had the time of our lives.” 

Social Distortion front man Mike 
Ness chalks up his band’s success to 
Tovar himself. 

“[Tovar] was a hustler; you gotta 
respect a hustler,” Ness explains. “He 
provided venues and places for us to 
play at a time where we were just start¬ 
ing to grow.” 

He recalls instances when Tovar 
reached out and helped him, even while 
he was a heroin addict. On Aug. 15,1983, 
Motorhead were playing Billy Barty’s 
Roller Fantasy in Fullerton. Ness called 
Tovar, wanting to see the show. The pro¬ 
moter obliged. 

“[Tovar] probably knew it was the 
wrong thing to do, helping out a junkie, 
but he felt bad for me and he had a big 
heart, you know?” explains Ness. “I didn’t 
think any of us would stick around, so 
it’s great to see survivors and people still 
doing what they love.” 


ut that whole punk-rock-liability 
►^.reputation was pretty well-earned: 
XJ Tovar experienced some growing 
pains in 1983 with three major riots. 

T.S.O.L. were involved in what’s now 
known as the Sunset Riots: Riot squads. 
Redd Kross, Social Distortion and T.S.O.L. 
were all on the lineup that night, and 
Grisham had the audience sit down in 
protest—“John- and Yoko-style,” as Tovar 
describes it. Only later did the 2,500 
punks pour into the streets, clashing with 
cops in riot gear. 

“A lot of the riots were due to the fact 
that a lot of people outside wanted in,” 
Tovar says. “All that was polarized. It fed 
the fire and gave us more. More people 
wanted to join the fray.... But after each 
riot, kids would call me from different 
states and say, ‘Oh, God, I wish I were 
there.’ The riots accelerated, and that 
brought the growth.” 

But Goldenvoice’s run at the Olympic 
Auditorium—which has since become a 
Korean church—seems especially memo¬ 
rable for fans ... and Tovar. 

“In late ’83,1 wanted to get a building 
where I could fit everybody in and close 
the door behind us. If you’re inside, the 
cops aren’t going to mess with you. I got 
the Olympic because I thought it would 
hold large crowds. I had just gone to Eng¬ 
land the year before. You know how the 
Russians had a five-year plan? I went to 
England and made a three-year plan.” 

Tovar brought bands in—and is now 
particularly acclaimed for helping to usher 
stateside such U.K. outfits as Siouxsie and 
the Banshees and the Damned. 

“I’d fly bands in, and other cities would 
benefit from this,” says Tovar, who has 
been accused of being an Anglophile. “I 
would send them to San Diego, Phoenix, 
Sacramento, San Francisco, Fresno.” 

And it wasn’t just punk rock: Alterna¬ 
tive (or underground, as it was known 
then) and Goth also flourished under 
Goldenvoice, and those shows even 
brought forth the birth of speed metal, 
thanks to a Venom/Slayer lineup at the 
Palladium. “That’s when the speed metal- 
ers tore off their spandex pants,” he says. 

The Olympic shows averaged out to 
about one per month. Admission was 
kept low at $7.50 ($8.50 at the door), 
and the bulk of the audience was from 
12 to 21. “[The Olympic] was centrally 
located—east, west, north, south, all 
gathered in the middle. LA was the 
hotbed, but especially OC—our com¬ 
pany was located for years right here 
in Huntington Beach,” Tovar says as he 
gestures down the street. The Olym¬ 
pic began welcoming bands such as 
T.S.O.L., Circle Jerks, Dickies, Dead 
Kennedys, Bad Religion, M.I.A., FEAR 
and D.O.A.—and along with them came 
the crowds of 4,000-plus kids, beating 
New York shows that were tapping out 
at 2,000, as Tovar gleefully points out, 
his eyes twinkling. 

Brett Gurewitz, guitarist of Bad Reli¬ 
gion and owner of Epitaph Records, 
believes Tovar was the first to recognize 
the band for what they really were. 

“Tovar knew that Bad Religion was popu¬ 
lar before we knew we were popular,” he 
says. Bad Religion were Goldenvoice’s 
“secret weapon,” he explains; Tovar 
would slip them into supporting slots 
whenever there was a concern about 
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selling out a show, knowing Bad Religion 
would easily bring in a battalion of fans 
on their own. 

“There was a huge scene in LA,” 
Gurewitz points out. “The Olympic Audi¬ 
torium [shows] were a manifestation 
of that. Goleta would sell out; Cuckoo’s 
Nest would sell out. Goldenvoice would 
say, ‘Let’s have a big show. I think there’s 
enough to draw 3,000.’ No one else 
thought that. It proved the true size of the 
scene. All the little pockets of scenes— 
punks from Pomona, Oxnard and South 
Bay—congregating in one place.” 

Tovar says the Olympic shows peaked 
around 1985, and Goldenvoice stopped 
the monthly concerts due to lack of 
demand. But that was also when Gold¬ 
envoice began producing indie shows— 
including the 40 shows in the late ’80s 
at the John Anson Ford Theater, where 
the Ramones played at $5 per ticket 
and Jane’s Addiction performed seven 
straight sold-out nights. 

And then things came to a brief halt 
around 1991. 

a oldenvoice was known as Golden¬ 
voice from Day One. 

Named after a type of mari¬ 
juana-something some of us figured out 
only years later—it may come as a sur¬ 
prise to some that the company once had 
actual ties to the drug. 

“Goldenvoice ganja,” Tovar says now, 
with a smile in his voice. “When you 
smoked it, they said it was like when 
angels spoke to you. There was also Ele¬ 
phant ganja, which they say felt like an 
elephant stepped on you. I figured [Gold¬ 
envoice] was more musical. Otherwise, 
we would be Elephant Productions.” 

Little-known to some of the bands, 
musicians and employees Goldenvoice 
dealt with on a daily basis, Tovar had a 
secret: He was a marijuana trafficker, 
beginning some 10 years before the con¬ 
ception of Goldenvoice. In fact, it was the 
money Tovar had collected throughout 
the years via pot—reaching into the dou¬ 
ble-digit millions—that enabled Golden¬ 
voice to function. 

“We were ahead!” he admits. “We had 
the resources ... enough to gamble. And 
be very daring and bring over bands who 
were ahead of their time. Some of the 
bands, they would come through, and 
people would tell me six months later 
how I should get ’em. We were ahead of 
the fans in a lot of ways. And I paid for it 
dearly by losing money.” 

Despite what it looked like from the 
outside, Goldenvoice wasn’t exactly a 
lucrative company. Any time Goldenvoice 
lost money, it was out of Tovar’s pocket. 

“I lost $3 million to $4 million over 11 
years—that's 1980s dollars now,” Tovar 
says. “I had a lot of money, but it was like 
$300,000 to $400,000 a year. 

“I had two worlds,” Tovar continues. “I 
had my Goldenvoice legit world, and then 
I had my marijuana-smuggling world. 

But in the middle of the marijuana world, 
people were going down, and I knew it 
was only a matter of time before some¬ 
thing happened to me.” 

He ended up pleading guilty to four 
charges of participating in a ring that 
attempted to purchase marijuana in Ari¬ 
zona for distribution; as a result, Tovar 
served seven years in Arizona and Nevada 


prisons starting in 1991. Social Distor¬ 
tion, Porno for Pyros, Thelonious Mon¬ 
ster, the Meat Puppets, Tender Fury and 
fIREHOSE threw a benefit concert at the 
Palladium to raise money for Tovar’s legal 
bills. But before he served his sentence, 
the founder signed over ownership of 
Goldenvoice to the two men responsible 
for how we know the company today: 

Paul Tollett and Rick Van Santen. 

Tovar had met a then-19-year-old 
Tollett at a Bad Manners show at Long 
Beach’s Fenders Ballroom. Now 46, Tol¬ 
lett has a palpable sense of admiration 
and respect in his voice when he speaks 
of Tovar. The Laguna Beach resident is 
sitting at a picnic table just outside of 
Newport Beach’s Kean Coffee. He wears 
a black LA Dodgers cap, black Asics and a 
Quiksilver fiannel. By the time the after¬ 
noon’s conversation arrives at the 2012 
Coachella lineup (lesson learned: Tollett? 
Good at secrets), the hipster kid with the 
horn-rimmed glasses at the next table has 
nearly decapitated himself craning his 
neck, trying to listen in. 

“I remember the first time I met Gary,” 
Toilet shares with a small smile. “I was 
walking past this alley, and I look and just 
see these two good-looking dudes with 
great hair talking to each other.” 

Those two good-looking dudes? Tovar 
and Mike Ness. 

Tollett was a fiedgling promoter, hus¬ 
tling for small ska shows around Pomona. 
He had heard of Goldenvoice and decided 
to chat with Tovar about his upcoming 
shows in the city; Tovar offered him tips 
on where to properly publicize in the city. 
Tollett began fiiering for Tovar at shows 
and stores and dropping off tickets at 
record stores. 

“When Gary first started doing ska, I 
go, ‘Okay, I gotta go talk to him.’ I wanted 
to work for him. So we hit it off, I felt— 
you should verify this with Gary,” he says 
with a laugh. “But we had fun right out in 
the beginning.” 

Van Santen, just 20 when he began 
working for Tovar, was the manager of 45 
Grave (guitarist Paul Cutler is still Gold- 
envoice’s graphic designer) and began 
helping out with publicity, booking and 
advertising. Tovar shares that Van Santen 
was very bright: “When I left, I made sure 
I put the two of them together.” 

Tollett says that he and Van Santen 
were inseparable from 1988 to the time of 
Van Santen’s death of fiu-related compli¬ 
cations in 2003. “We couldn’t have done it 
without each other,” he says. 

Tollett is the current president of 
Goldenvoice—“but we don’t use titles or 
have business cards,” he says. The lack of 
formalities seems to be a habit left over 
from the foundations of Goldenvoice. 

“[Tovar] didn’t seem like a boss; he 
was a friend,” Tollett says. “He never 
acted like he was my boss—we were 
just together. I didn’t know it, but he 
was obviously the guy in charge. He 
didn’t treat you like that. I hope that was 
passed on to me with my staff. I hope 
they don’t think of me [as their boss]. I 
just want to be their friend. People doing 
shows together.” 

And Tollett isn’t just the president of 
Goldenvoice—he’s also the founder and 
producer of the Coachella Valley Music 
and Arts Festival, which started in 1999

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with a bill of Beck, Morrissey, Rage 
Against the Machine, Tool and others. 

“At Coachella, when you get out to the 
desert, there are no titles; there’s just 
friends taking care of one another,” he 
says. “There’s a lot of stuff going on, but 
just like a punk show, there’s no one per¬ 
son who’s in charge of this and that. It’s 
very communal.” 

Goldenvoice suffered a near-$l mil¬ 
lion loss that first year—while they were 
trying to make $1 million—and Tollett 
says there was no single turning point 
for Coachella. “It was the equivalent of 
throwing a Hail Mary pass,” he explains. 

Tollett and Van Santen decided to sell 
Goldenvoice to Anschutz Entertainment 
Group (AEG) in 2001, with no regrets. 
“Owning it, not owning it. Thing is, I still 
get to do the shows, and I’m happy.” 

Coachella, which is now half-owned by 
AEG and half by Tollett, has since grown 
to be a Southern California behemoth, 
with legions of die-hard fans traveling 
to the desert each year, snapping up 
tickets before headliners and lineups 
are unveiled. The annual Stagecoach 
Country Music Festival, now going on its 
sixth year, is another testament to Gold- 
envoice’s stellar reputation, drawing a 
different type of troupe since its debut in 
2007. Coachella will expand in 2012 into 
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Clap Your Hands Say Yeah, Danzig, 
Mastodon, M83, tUnE-yArDs, to name 
just a few. While Tovar still serves as a 
consultant for Tollett and Goldenvoice, 
he resolved in prison to be “done” with 
music as a career, he says. He wants his 
ashes spread at Coachella (“And maybe 
Hawaii”). “I didn’t feel like I wanted to 
come back into the music business. I felt 
it was [Tollett and Van Santen]’s turn. It 
was their baby now.” 

“I think he watches more bands at 
Coachella than anybody. It’s amazing,” 
Tollett says. “He’s running back and forth, 
and I’ll tell him, T haven’t seen you all 
day!’ And he goes, ‘No time to talk! I gotta 
go to the next.’” 

Perry Farrell, front man for Jane’s 
Addiction and creator of Lollapalooza, 
says Tovar has made an “indelible mark” 
on his promotional style. “[Tovar] made 
the artist feel immediately accepted, and 
his savoir faire is infectious to the eve¬ 
nings,” he says. “The team he assembled 
at Goldenvoice thought out of the box 
in terms of locations and talent—mak¬ 
ing an ‘event’ out of your average show. 
When I sought out a promoter to work 
with Jane’s in Los Angeles, my choice was 
Goldenvoice.” 

But a true testimony to Goldenvoice’s 
legacy here in California and beyond is 
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two consecutive weekends—and, Tollett 
says, he is working on plans to bring a 
Goldenvoice-produced festival to Irvine’s 
Great Park. 

When asked if he learned anything 
from Tovar, Tollett responds almost 
instantly: “Everything.” 

He explains, “[Tovar] was always drive- 
drive-drive. I liked it. But the thing I liked 
the most—and I think this is probably 
what I picked up—I liked how he built 
shows. Stacked the bill, stacked the deck, 
understood the bands and how they fit 
in with other bands. Which ones would 
resonate with people when they saw it on 
a floer. If I had to point to anything to this 
day, one of the No. I things that relates to 
how Coachella works, it’s understanding 
the music first.” 

u ary goes to more shows than 

I ^ any human I know,” Tollett 
says. “There are some people 
who give up on new bands, and it’s natu¬ 
ral in life—you get a set of bands you like, 
and you add a few over the years, but 
right now, today, he’s still looking for new 
stuff. He gives me tips: ‘Do you have this 
for Coachella?”’ 

A quick inventory of Tovar’s latest 
concerts reveals that’s actually not too 
far from the truth: Sting on Monday, 
Morrissey on the same day. Holy Ghost, 
People Under the Stairs, Lucinda Wil¬ 
liams, Chromeo, the Sounds, Pixies, 

We Were Promised Jetpacks, GWAR, 


its impressive roster of alumni who have 
gone on to do their own extraordinary 
things. Take Jim Guerinot, owner of 
Rebel Waltz Management, represent¬ 
ing the Offspring, No Doubt, Nine Inch 
Nails, Gwen Stefani, Robbie Robertson 
and Josh Freese. Guerinot, 52, grew up 
in Fullerton, attended UC Irvine, once 
managed Social Distortion and served as 
executive director of Artist Development 
at A&M Records—small wonder he’s 
considered one of the most prominent 
figures in the music management world 
today. At Goldenvoice, Guerinot did 
advertising for a while—even though he 
really had no idea what he was doing at 
first—and headed up its now-discontin¬ 
ued booking-agency division. 

“[Gary] paid me to do graphic design, 
which I never had done before. I 
thought he was awesome!” Guerinot 
says, laughing. “I gotta tell you, it’s 
really impossible to talk about this 
without sounding extremely old, but 
the scene was very small. And Gary, in 
a weird way, he made it really big. He 
really, really did. And to seat 5,000 peo¬ 
ple going to see the Exploited or GBH, 
that’s like the Usk Festival of punk rock, 
and this guy was doing it on a weekly 
basis. And he was selling tickets at Lon¬ 
don Exchange and Bionic, and he had 
his own ticketing system! 

“You take all that stuff for granted 
today, that grassroots kinda thing, but 
he exposed a lot of bands in a very basic 
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way,” continues Guerinot, who now lives 
in Laguna Beach. “Live entertainment! To 
a lot more people. If you were on a Gold- 
envoice show, you gained a certain level 
of credibility because you were able to get 
on that show, but also, you were exposed 
to a lot more people. It was a very impor¬ 
tant method for people who weren’t 
going to get radio play or get on MTV or 
be signed by a label.... You know what 
I mean? It was as big as it got, getting on 
Goldenvoice shows.” 

Kevin Lyman, 50, creator of mega- 
successful national touring festivals the 
Warped Tour, Taste of Chaos and May¬ 
hem, attended Cal Poly Pomona with 
Tollett when he began handling produc¬ 
tion needs for Goldenvoice. “Whatever 
they needed,” he says. “It allowed me to 
learn a lot about production and touring. 
Being able to put on shows? That was 
the coolest thing. Watching Gary, he was 
always generous with the kids, and he 
always wanted to put on the best show 
and something extra for them. Paul and 
I, we put on some of the biggest festivals 
of the country. I put them on the road, 
and Paul is stationary, but we always try 
to do something different and special 
for the fan—and I think that’s what Gary 
taught us.” 

He recalls seeing Tovar pull money out 
of his pocket to help kids hanging around 
outside venues to get into Goldenvoice 
shows. “He was proud of his shows,” 
Lyman says. “That’s the thing: He taught 
me to try to be proud of your shows.” 

When asked about thriving list of Gold¬ 
envoice alumni, Tovar lights up. “I’m so 
proud of my boys! They make me look 
good,” he says. “It really does. Because 
I picked these guys. We were very per¬ 
sonal. We listened to the fans; we were 
educated by the fans.” 


'he passion Tovar had for music 30 
years ago exists today. It’s evident 
when he discusses GV30, a three- 
day series featuring X, the Vandals, Social 
Distortion, the Descendents, Bad Reli¬ 
gion, Youth Brigade, Adolescents, Dickies 
and more (including a few special guests, 
plus offering some limited-edition tees 
designed by original Goldenvoice artist 



Costa Mesa-based Bad Otis Link) at Gold- 
envoice’s old stomping grounds, the Santa 
Monica Civic Auditorium. 

Exene Cervenka, co-vocalist of LA’s X, 
says she believes Goldenvoice was a pio¬ 
neer, just as the bands were. 

“It’s a really tough thing, trying to keep 
the steering wheel straight on success—I 
know I wouldn’t know how to handle it,” 
she says. “The fact they’ve been around 
for 30 years, maintaining the same as 
much as possible, the same ethic, is pretty 
great. It’s nice we can do a show like this 
and not get beat up.” 

Cervenka laughs and continues, “That 
punk ethic, you just never give up.” 

When asked how he and Tollett 
decided on the bill, Tovar says it was a 
careful process. Instead of pulling some of 
the hugest bands around, which they eas¬ 
ily could, Goldenvoice made the conscious 
decision to return to its origins. 

“We chose bands that embraced our 
ideas, and together, we carried it as far 
as we could,” Tovar says of the sold-out 
shows. “I think it’s time to celebrate the 
greatest punk-rock city in the world. 

We want to celebrate punk heritage and 
culture, both of which are so deeply 
ingrained in Southern California.” 

He glances down at his hands, then 
back up. “I had so much fun. I wanted the 
world to see punk rock. I really did,” he 
says. “I think we got as much mileage as 
we could out of the thing. We rode this 
wave all the way to the sand.” 

Tovar pauses and grins. “Eh?” he asks. 
“How OC is that? We rode this one all the 
way to the shore.”

Chicken Don’t Stop 

GOURMET GRILL MASTERS

I love all of our local farmers' markets, of 
course, but the market I visit the most is 
the one held every Sunday morning in Hol¬ 
lywood, on the corner of Ivar and Selma 
avenues. My chica volunteers there, so I 
usually spend my time eating: pad Thai from 
the Thai stall; an ensalada drink from the 
pupusa lady; a bowl of yellow rice topped 
with plantains, black beans and Jamaican- 
style habanero sauce. But the most famous 
food vendor there is Gourmet Grill Masters, 
a truck that's really just an engine, a cabin, 
and long poles from where hens twirl and 
twirl, their drippings cascading onto the 
potatoes below them, to create the best 
rotisserie chicken in Southern California. 
Although the company travels elsewhere, 
that was where I got my Gourmet Grill Mas¬ 
ters fix, where I looked forward to spending 
my mornings slowly peeling off the crackled, 
caramelized skin as though it were a Fruit 
Roll-Up and chomping ontender meat fra¬ 
grant with vaguely Middle Eastern spices. 

It's a Los Angeles institution, so I was 
flabbergasted when word emerged earlier 
this year it was opening its first restau¬ 
rant—in Irvine?! As it turns out, the family 
behind Gourmet Grill Masters is actually 
from Orange County, and its new location 
"makes it an easier commute for us," one 
of the owners told me with a laugh the last 
time I visited. It's a large, immaculate spot in 
a shopping plaza, frequented by blue-collar 
stiffs and office drones alike, all lining up for 
that wonderful rotisserie chicken, a full or 
half-order of free-range beauty. But Gourmet 
Grill Masters has also boldly ventured into 
further experimentations with a menu that 
spans from the Mediterranean to the sub¬ 
continent, excelling at every step. 

There is the rotisserie chicken, of 
course, but the bird also makes appear¬ 
ances as kebabs and tikka—more savory 
in the former, wonderfully spiced in the 
latter. It takes a different spin in the 
shawerma, shaved into almost-translucent 
petals. Combo plates arrive on a flatbread 
that's thicker than a pita, puffier and 
slightly fried, the better to soak up all the 
meat juices; wraps are as fat as a wine 
bottle. Indian touches also include samo- 
sas and naan, while the Pakistani influence 
includes luscious seekh kebabs and Pesh- 
wari naan, an alluring version containing 
dried fruits and nuts. Lamb is also avail¬ 
able, as is beef and a couple of salads that, 
while excellent, are beside the point: This 
is a meat emporium, so eat meat. 

Honestly, the only problem I have is the 
pomegranate lassi, an elixir like no other in 
Orange County, a tart, sweet symphony of 
Iran and India. It always runs out, damn it!

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Let Them Eat Cake 

Le Pain Quotidian is pricey— 
but what else would you expect at Fashion island?

f it seems Le Pain Quotidien isn’t 
priced for the 99 percenters, perhaps 
it would make sense to first men¬ 
tion it’s in Fashion Island. Dine outside, 
and you’re liable to be seated next to a 
pampered Newport Beach pooch with a 
budget for doggie treats bigger than your 
bank account. On the menu, the word 
“organic” is repeated often, as if to jus¬ 
tify charging up to $13.25 for an omelet. 

The bakery is the first OC outlet of a 
Belgian brand that has penetrated every 
corner of the world, including just about 
every neighborhood in LA that can 
afford it. It figures the suits chose deep- 
pocketed Newport Beach, even if the 
tony outdoor mall already has a bakery 
with Pain in the name. Le Pain Quo¬ 
tidien also thumbs its nose at La Brea 
Bakery, which does business directly 
across the courtyard. It doesn’t seem to 
worry about the competition, nor does 
it care its prices could be considered 
expensive for what amounts to the 
Eurozone version of a Corner Bakery. 

You can tell it knows exactly what it’s 
doing. Before you get sticker-shocked by 
the check, you are lulled into the rustic 
idea of an Old World bread maker, as Le 
Pain Quotidien fashions itself to be. It’s 
strategic in the way it does it. The store 
looks as if it’s been there for ages. Large- 
diameter loaves still dusty with flour are 
stacked on racks directly behind the reg¬ 
ister and next to the windows facing out. 
Since I’ve rarely seen anyone purchasing 
one, they function more as props than 
product. Visible behind paned glass is the 
baking floor, a tiled room equipped with 


industrial mixers whose bowls could fit 
a pony. Though unused for most of the 
business day, its existence conveys the 
promise of freshness. On the sidewalk, 
blackboard easels lend a sense of immedi¬ 
acy to the specials—never mind that most 
items on it are on the permanent menu. 

Almost all dishes served include 
bread in some form. The soup du jour 
gets two pieces of loaf to dunk into the 
bowl. Small appetizer plates such as the 
salmon and avocado tartare come with 
crostini slices to use as crispy crackers. 
Order an omelet, and you receive a slice 
of wheat and a beveled cut of baguette, 
hearty things with hard, craggly crusts 
and thick, chewy interiors that seem 
already stale by the time they get to your 
table. As for the omelet I tried, folded 
over to the bloated girth of a chalupa, it 
was missing any of the divine slobber and 
fluffiness that characterizes a great one. 
But I wasn’t surprised: It’s easy to make a 
mediocre omelet, yet exceedingly hard to 
make one good enough to be worth $10. 

Closer to lunchtime, most people 
order the tartines, open-faced sand¬ 
wiches built on a single slice of wheat 
bread. One of the best has grilled 
chicken planed as thin as a cold cut 
and hidden under a murmuring sheet 
of melted, smoked mozzarella with 
splotches of pesto on top for flavor. 

The open-minded will delight that it’s 
cut into thirds, decorated daintily with 
slices of cucumber and radish wedged 
upright between the pieces; the penny- 
pinching cynic will see Le Pain Quoti- 
dien’s tartines as overpriced sandwiches

missing the top slice of bread. 

No matter which one you are, it might 
be better to order any dessert pastries at 
the register, lest you want to pay the tip 
on them. The almond meringue—oval¬ 
shaped to resemble a Nerf football, with 
the same foamy lightness—crumbles to 
dust just by looking at it. It’s delicious, 
probably one of the best things Le Pain 
Quotidien bakes, embedded throughout 
with almond slivers and featuring a cavern 
in the center that offers a chewy treasure 
trove of nougat. A Belgian brownie, as rich 
as a regular ol’ American one but not as 
cloyingly sweet, gets baked into the shape 
of a tart and melts with the consistency 
of fudge in the mouth. A chocolate chip 
cookie shares the width of a Frisbee and is 
uniformly thin—as crispy and buttery on 
the edges as it is at the center. And yes, the 
pain au chocolat is decadently fllled, and 
the croissant crackles as it should between 
the teeth. It would be best, however, to 
forget, if for a moment, to which income 
bracket you belong when you come.

A lthough supplying boy’s adven¬ 
ture thrills on the side, Arthur 
Conan Doyle’s Sherlock Holmes 
stories are remarkable for how they make 
the process of empirical brainwork and 
the resulting discoveries breathlessly 
exciting. Each Holmes tale simultane¬ 
ously unlocks a mystery while deepening 
the enigma of its hero in a miraculously 
sustained piece of character develop¬ 
ment. The great success of Guy Ritchie’s 
2009 Sherlock Holmes was making Conan 
Doyle’s gimlet-eyed detective, first intro¬ 
duced to readers in 1887, into a viable 
21st-century blockbuster star—a success 
paralleled by the superior, contemporary- 
set Sherlock series for BBC TV. The great 
compromise, aggravated in Ritchie’s new 
Holmes adventure, was to do so at the 
expense of what made Conan Doyle’s 
hero and his world unique. 

A Game of Shadows revisits Holmes and 
Dr. Watson (Robert Downey Jr. and Jude 
Law, returning) on the eve of Watson’s 
much-protested-by-Holmes wedding as 
a wave of assassinations and bombings 
rocks Europe, threatening to goad France 
and Germany into armed confrontation. 
The film’s finale, its villain and not much 
else come from Conan Doyle’s “The Final 
Problem.” The acts of terror have been 
arranged by “The Napoleon of Crime,” 
one Professor Moriarty (Jared Harris), 
a calculating profiteer seeking to plunge 
Europe into world war a quarter-century 
ahead of schedule, whom Holmes and 
Watson must cross the continent to foil. 


The revelation of Moriarty’s muni- 
tions-plant headquarters, the device of 
our hero being held hostage while the 
supervillain elucidates his plan for world 
domination, the attention devoted to 
technology and couture and the tendency 
toward naughty double entendres (“nosh¬ 
ing on Mary’s muffins,” etc.): All suggest 
that Ritchie is more interested in bring¬ 
ing 007 into the Victorian period than in 
reintroducing Conan Doyle’s distinctly 


Victorian eccentric to ours. (Irene Adler, 
the American adventuress of Conan 
Doyle’s “A Scandal In Bohemia,” whose 
genius for intrigue made her the one 
woman for whom Holmes could over¬ 
come his antipathy for the gender, is here 
again played by Rachel McAdams as the 
first “Holmes girl.”) 

Downey Jr., once a troubled and pitied 
case of self-sabotage who, at the begin¬ 
ning of 2001, couldn’t be insured for a 
film, has lately proved steady enough to 
anchor two massive franchises: Iron Man 
and Holmes. Both Downey Jr.’s Tony 
Stark and his Holmes are flip smart- 
alecks, radiant with the self-love that 


develops when accustomed to being the 
brightest guy in every room. Holmes 
is the more pleasurable role to watch, 
allowing Downey Jr. to use his physical 
grace in ways recalling his Chaplin, nego¬ 
tiating the world with effortless hyper- 
aware aplomb, a dancer in a familiar part. 

Not merely held apart from the com¬ 
mon run of humanity by the elevation of 
his mind, Downey Jr.’s Holmes is flam¬ 
boyant in his brilliance, a shabby-elegant 


dandy, blithely cocking a snook at social 
mores rather than merely overlooking 
them in his far-sightedness. (The tradi¬ 
tional Holmesian aloofness is annexed 
in Game of Shadows to the detective’s 
brother, Mycroft, played by Stephen Fry 
in the movie’s funniest performance.) 

While Downey Jr. can play a manic 
Holmes, there is little time to witness the 
detective’s melancholy in the absence of 
action—those lulls in which Conan Doyle 
doled out insights into his character and 
which Ritchie’s Aims entirely jettison. 
Game of Shadows repeats the first movie’s 
inspired routines in which Holmes’s racing 
mind runs through a strategic rehearsal 


of every combat before the first punch is 
thrown. Ritchie’s assault tactics are less 
scientific: Keep the audience continually 
off-balance with constant, crazed flurries. 

The rapport between Downey Jr. and 
Law, who has never located a tone for 
his Watson, hasn’t improved since their 
last outing, and there’s no deepening of 
either character beyond the playful homo 
subtext in an action piece that Downey 
Jr. spends in drag. The gamesmanship 
between Holmes and arch foe Moriarty is 
not handled much better, built around a 
metaphorical chess match as hackneyed 
as the Aim’s subtitle. 

Lackluster screenwriting and the 
absence of actorly communion are 
breezed past with monotonous banter, as 
is the fleetingly visible plot. As with the 
first Ritchie Holmes, the period produc¬ 
tion design—again by Sarah Greenwood— 
is lavish, ranging between the cluttered 
lairs of archetypal Victorian pack-rat col¬ 
lectors (Holmes and Moriarty’s realms) 
and overwrought, damask-draped ornate¬ 
ness. It is. Anally, all sauce, no meat—that 
is, the usual multiplex stuff, extracted 
from a most remarkable source.

THE DESCENDANTS Why has it taken 
Alexander Payne seven years to 
follow up on Sideways? And what's 
blunted this gifted writer-director's 
edge? Payne's earlier movies have 
been driven by richly flawed charac¬ 
ters—Reese Witherspoon's monstrous 
high school striver in Election, Jack 
Nicholson's thoroughly unpleas¬ 
ant widower in About Schmidt, the 
matched pair of jerks who stumble 


through Sideways —and Payne's 
great talent was extracting a sense 
of sympathy even for them. But in 
The Descendants, it's more a case 
of bad things happening to good 
people: Honolulu lawyer Matt King 
(George Clooney), prosperous scion 
of a Hawaiian family, is humbled by 
a flurry of body blows. A waterskiing 
mishap has landed Matt's wife in a 
coma. His two daughters, the pre-teen 
Scottie (Amara Miller) and edit teen 
Alexandra (Shailene Woodley), are 
beyond his command, with Alexandra 
in possession of information to fur¬ 
ther rock her father's world: ""Dad, 
Mom was cheating on you!" Adding 
to Matt's responsibilities, as well as 
providing a corollary to the personal 


history upended by Elizabeth's infidel¬ 
ity, is the decision he must make, as 
head of the King family trust, to sell 
or bequest a large tract of beachfront 
property. The two narrative strands 
entwine when Matt discovers that his 
wife's lover is actually vacationing 
adjacent to the very spot where he 
will be meeting with his clan to finalize 
the disposition of their legacy. Cosmic 
coincidence or crafty plot contriv¬ 
ance? Slowly rolling downhill. The 
Descendants takes a turn or two but is 
basically always en route toward the 
reconciliation that's a foregone con¬ 
clusion. (R) J. Hoberman. Countywide. 

HUGO Martin Scorsese's first foray 
into 3-D family filmmaking centers 
on its title character, played by Asa 


Butterfield, a just-pre-pubescent 
orphan squatting in a train station 
circa 1930. When not dodging an 
orphan-hunting station constable 
(Sacha Baron Cohen), Hugo secretly 
maintains the station's clocks and 
attempts to fix an automaton, the 
only keepsake the boy has from 
his late watchmaker father (Jude 
Law). Reminiscent of the robots in 
Metropolis, the automaton's hand 
is built to grip a pen, and Hugo has 
become convinced that if he could 
get that hand to work, it would write 
out a message from his dad. Hugo 
eventually discovers that the automa¬ 
ton was built by a silent filmmaker 
and special-effects innovator named 
Georges Melies—which happens to 
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be the full name of the gruff old man 
(Ben Kingsley) who runs the station's 
toy shop. With this revelation, Hugo 
pivots: The boy's attempt to excavate 
his own personal history becomes 
an excavation and celebration of the 
first three decades of cinema history. 
Perfunctorily mounted as a children's 
adventure, the movie is far more suc¬ 
cessful as a barely veiled issue flick 
from Scorsese, the celebrity face of 
film preservation. His most purposeful 
use of 3-D comes in a long, visually 
stunning flashback sequence meant to 
serve as a primer on early cinema. As 
much as Hugo is a sop to box-office 
interests, in using Hollywood's trendi- 
est gimmick to awaken audiences to 
the glory of the past, it's also a PSA 
for Scorsese's personal cause. (PG)

THE MUPPETS Desperately trying to 
appeal to not just the Gen X'ers who 
grew up with Kermit, but also the 
tykes who've never even heard of Jim 
Henson, The Muppets has none of 
the easy confidence of the original TV 
show or movie. The reboot is largely 
the labor of love of diehard Muppets 
fan Jason Segel, who co-wrote the 
script and also stars as Gary, big 
brother of Walter, a sweet if dull new 
Muppet created for the film. Walter 
(voiced by Peter Linz), Gary, and 
Gary's girlfriend (Amy Adams) leave 
their Midwestern hamlet for a trip 
to Los Angeles, where they tour the 
decrepit, dusty Muppet Studios and 
learn of a plot by tycoon Tex Richman 
(Chris Cooper) to tear down the build¬ 
ing. They frantically seek out Kermit, 
convincing him to reunite his long-lost 
pals to save it. Certain moments of 
Kermit's quest recall the vaudevillian 
fun of its predecessors. The Muppets 
is most successful when devoted to 
gathering the old players and following 
the arc of its forebears by becoming 
a show about the frenzy of putting on 
a show—in this case, a telethon to 
raise the money needed to buy back 
the studio. But, terrified of alienating 
those who were raised on the origi¬ 
nals, The Muppets panders to them 
instead, constantly blasting or restag¬ 
ing Top 40 hits from the past three 
decades and featuring Camilla and her 
backup chickens clucking to Cee Lo's 
"Forget You." (PG) Melissa Anderson. 
Countywide. 

A VERY HAROLD & KUMAR 3D 
CHRISTMAS The doobie brothers are 
back, though wildly diverging lifestyle 
choices have left the best bud-loving 
buds all but estranged. Harold (John 
Cho) continues his ascent at his Wall 
Street firm, returning each night to 
his suburban nest, where wife Maria 
(Paula Garces) awaits. Med-school 
dropout Kumar (Kal Penn) lives in 
his own filth, blazing while watching 
reruns and scarfing down waffles. 
Christmas is just a few days away, 
further highlighting how much the 
two have grown apart: Harold is con¬ 
sumed with pleasing Maria's Yuletide¬ 
worshipping father; Kumar has nothing 
better to do than go to a party where 
he has been promised the opportunity 
to deflower a virgin. A monster joint 
and a quest to replace a perfect fir 
tree in Harold's living room reunite 
them. Sort of acknowledging its own 
unnecessity, A Very Harold & Kumar 
3D Christmas —directed by first-timer 
Todd Strauss-Schulson and written, as 
the first two H & K films were, by Jon 
Hurwitz and Hayden Schlossberg—at 
least makes good use of the extra 
dimension, as clouds of pot smoke 
drift in front of your nose. Some of 
the wildly inappropriate gags—like 
a toddler who ingests pot, coke, and 
ecstasy—kill. But where Harold & 
Kumar Go to White Castle and Escape 
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From Guantanamo Bay gained focus— 
and potency—in sending up Bush 
ll-era stupidity (and dumb crackers 
in general), Christmas has no real 
political targets. The third installment 
still reads as angry, but the ire comes 
across as self-loathing. (R) Melissa 
Anderson. Countywide. 

YOUNG ADULT Described as a "psy¬ 
chotic prom-queen bitch," the anti¬ 
heroine of Young Adult, directed by 
Jason Reitman from a Diablo Cody 
screenplay, is a prize part for Charlize 
Theron. She plays Mavis, a 37-year- 
old writer of high school romance 
fiction, as well as a divorcee, an 
alcoholic, and a slovenly, spiteful, 
self-absorbed case of arrested devel¬ 
opment. While working on the last 
book in a series, she is plunged into 


an existential crisis—if not temporary 
insanity—with the receipt of a mass 
e-mail announcing her high school 
boyfriend Buddy's fatherhood. Leaving 
the previous night's date snoring in 
her bed, she packs up and drives back 
to Mercury, Minnesota. A woman on 
a mission to break up the boyfriend's 
marriage and—who knows the precise 
fantasy?—maybe start anew. Mavis 
cold-calls her ex (Patrick Wilson) 
then heads into a bar inhabited by an 
affable schlub (Patton Oswalt), whom 
she proceeds to get hammered with— 
and not for the last time. An extended 
lost weekend. Young Adult has the 
former prom queen waking each morn¬ 
ing from a drunken stupor to spend 
the afternoon dolling herself up for 
the evening's "date" with Buddy. The 
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film might be brushed off as curdled 
rom-com were it not for two things. 

The first is the depth of Theron's 
performance. The second is the utter 
absence of the corny rehabilitation 
found in Reitman and Cody's Juno. 
There's no pot of small-town virtue at 
the end of this narrative rainbow, and 
Mavis' bitchiness remains intact. (R) J.

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A Monkey Wrench Deferred 

The Fullerton theater collective concludes its too-short existence with a well-crafted bang

F or nearly 15 years, Orange County 
theatergoers could see and hear 
things on stages connected with 
Dave Barton that they could experience 
in no other theater. 

Unfortunately, they probably never 
will again—at least not until another 
highly politicized, brutally honest, 
unwavering champion of expression at 
its finest and most furious decides to 
launch a theater company here again. 

Barton, who reviews art for this august 
publication, is one of three guiding forces 
behind the Monkey Wrench Collec¬ 
tive (MWC) and was the main artistic 
force behind Rude Guerrilla Theater Co. 
(RGTC), which held court in Santa Ana 
from 1998 to 2009. Artistic differences 
sundered that company, and Barton, 
along with Bryan Jennings and Greg 
Adkins, rolled the dice on starting a new 
entity in downtown Fullerton, opening 
MWC in the summer of 2010. 

The gamble lasted about a year and a 
half Despite renting a space on Harbor 
Boulevard, the theater was hard to see from 
the street, and—let’s face it—what self- 
respecting douchebag or hootchie mama 
is going to opt for in-yer-face theater when 
there’s J’Ager bombs to be had at two dozen 
bars and restaurants within projectile¬ 
vomiting distance? Whether Fullerton or 
any part of Orange County is too artistically 
challenged to support an unapologetic left- 
wing slate of programming that veered far 
more toward NC-17 than PG, or whether 
the theater didn’t do enough to reach out to 
the plethora of folks who routinely crowd 
into other theaters (y’know, such as staging 
one of them Neil Simon or musical thing- 
amajigs) is open to debate. 

What isn’t is that MWC closes its doors 
this weekend. Barton and his cohorts are 
planning on staging shows in Los Ange¬ 



les; a production of Cockroach, which 
opened in Fullerton two months ago, is 
currently showing at the Hudson Guild 
Theatre. Good luck to them. And too bad 
for those OC theatergoers who yearn for 
plays designed to agitate, provoke and 
challenge as much as to purely entertain. 

The collective’s final OC production. 
Theatre Uncut, illustrates what made RGTC 
and MWC so distinctive in the county’s 
theatrical landscape, as well as why each 
failed to click with more conventionally 
minded theatergoers. It’s more content- 
than form-driven and relies far more on 
language than glittering production values, 
and its unrelenting attack on capitalistic 
excess and decay, while pleasing those who 
share a similar perspective, probably won’t 


convert any new minds. But the 
questions posed by the eight 
short plays and monologues, 
while uncomfortable, are keenly 
important and relevant. Though 
all very different, a through-line 
is obvious, as eloquently stated 
in the final piece: “This situa¬ 
tion is all fucked-up, and it has 
to change.” 

Written by the kind of play¬ 
wrights with whom Barton has 
cultivated deep relationships 
over the years (young, decidedly 
left, British writers), the pieces 
are set against the backdrop of 
the austerity measures imple¬ 
mented in the U.K. last year, the 
sharpest cuts in public spending 
since World War II. And though 
very British, echoes of the Arab 
Spring and Occupy protests 
reverberate through many 
of the pieces—augmented by 
director Barton’s effective use 
of video between them—much 
of which seems like it could have been 
pulled from the nightly news last night. All, 
in some fashion, critique the inhumane, 
heartless treatment of the many by the few, 
something that apparently is as serious in 
the U.K. as it is in America. And the targets 
nestled in the writer’s cross hairs, while 
obvious, deserve every shot fired at them: 
corporate greed, big-bank hocus-pocus, 
governmental oppression and Ayn Rand’s 
grotesque idea of selfishness as virtue. 

The pieces that work the best are, oddly, 
those that are often the hardest sell in 
an evening such as this: monologues. In 
Laura Lomas’ Open Heart Surgery, a young 
woman (a compelling Katrina Klein) sits 
bedside next to her sedated lover, who is 
awaiting surgery. Though the least overtly 


political of the eight, there is a sense that 
Lomas’ piece is less about the tearing up 
and putting together of one sick human 
than one sick political-economic sys¬ 
tem. In Clara Brennan’s Hi Vis, a mother 
(an astonishingly mesmerizing Cynthia 
Ryanen) delivers a heartbreaking, if funny, 
monologue about the need for her to visit 
her sick child in disguise due to health cuts. 
The mother’s outrage, sadness and absolute 
defiance about giving up on herself—or her 
child—are palpable; this is not merely the 
highlight of the night, but also one of the 
most effective monologues ever witnessed 
from this corner. 

The other pieces, though graced by fine 
acting and writing, are very short plays, 
which is the most difficult of all playwright- 
ing endeavors. With little time to develop 
characters, situations or ideas, they seem 
more like undercooked sketches than com¬ 
plete pieces—although the disturbing juxta¬ 
position of a sick cat and a sick man in Jack 
Thorne’s WhiffWhaffis quite memorable. 

And, very soon, all that will remain of 
Barton and his friends’ wild, adventurous, 
cage-rattling ride through OC theater will 
be just that: memories. As the most ephem¬ 
eral of all art forms—in the moment now; in 
the artistic ether the instant it’s done—the¬ 
ater is also the most underappreciated. All 
I can say from this end is that many of my 
most searing, jaw-dropping, sublime and, 
yes, even beautiful theatrical memories 
were experienced in spaces helmed by Bar¬ 
ton. And I’m more than a little bummed to 
see the curtain fall for good. Who the fuck 
wants to drive to Los Angeles for theater?

Lobe Job? 

R emember when you were 18, and you were 
like, "I'm gonna stretch my ears"? And 
then remember when you were 27, and you 
were like, "I wish I hadn't stretched my ears"? 
And then you had to get them sewn up. 
This, actually, is kinda like that. Kinda. Maybe. 
Dr. Semira Bayati is a Newport Beach plas¬ 
tic surgeon who believes the "lobe job" is the 
new boob job—earlobe "correction," really. 

Bayati thinks your saggy, floppy earlobes 
are giving away your age. Nope, it wasn't 
those crow's-feet, perma-dark eye bags, 
increasing beer belly or gray hairs sprouting 
every day.

appear more plump—which leads to this 
question: Earlobes have wrinkles? 

The second method is reduction via an inci¬ 
sion and a "meticulous closure" using absorb¬ 
able stitches done under local anesthetic. 

Oh, and if you're going in for something 
such as a facelift or, uh, "facial-fat transfer," 
Bayat suggests the earlobe reduction can be 
performed in conjunction with those surgeries. 


(Thoughtful!) The whole procedure is done in 
less than one hour, and ears can be repierced 
in six to eight weeks. The earlobe job comes 
on top of the "Ready-to-Wear Breast" plastic- 
surgery "craze" that graced Orange County in 
2009—plump up those boobs on Friday and be 
back in the office on Monday! 

And same as then, though no one's in any kind 
of place to pass judgment on those who choose 
to undergo plastic surgery (though I believe the 
phrase "feminist fist shake at the heavens!" was 
used last time), you really do need to wonder 
what kind of place you are in in life when you're 
feeling bad about your earlobes.

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Finback make the most out of forlorn mysteriousness

ast February, a user named 
Lorolyon created a thread on Pin- 
backfreak, Finback’s official forum, 
with a compelling title: “Any strange 
effects from Finback? Supernatural 
properties of Finback music [sic].” The 
writer, whom we’ll assume is male, 
revealed he was in a motorcycle accident 
a couple of years ago, and “listening to 
Finback helped with the pain almost as 
much as the morphine did.” Because of 
amnesia, he’d been unable to determine 
what led up to the accident, but absorb¬ 
ing the San Diego indie rockers’ material 
gave him more puzzle pieces to work 
with. “The morphine, pain and music of 
Finback sort of twisted together for me, 
and sometimes when I listen to certain 
Finback songs, I get flashbacks from the 
accident, and memories come back to 
me. It has also helped me to remember 
certain things from my childhood.” 

“Lyon,” a track from This Is Not a Pin- 
back CD that sports the enigmatic refrain 
of “Pave the way for the Manta-Ray,” 
holds particular meaning for him. (Not 
coincidentally, “Loro” is another song 
from that same 1998 debut full-length.) 

Lorolyon ended his post with a ques¬ 
tion: “Does Finback hold any supernat¬ 
ural properties for anyone else, or am I 
just imagining it?” 

Asking Rob Crow, the guitarist/vocal¬ 
ist who co-founded Finback with Zach 
Smith in the early 1990s, if he’s received 
similar feedback from other fans yields a

surprisingly quick and casual response. 
“Yeah, of course,” he says. Trying to get 
Crow to detail what exactly he’s heard 
from other Finback fans, however, is 
futile. Not only is Crow skeptical of 
these ideas in the first place, but also, 
when I call him up, he’s not particularly 
talkative. Interviewing him is a roll of 
the dice: One day, he’ll be revealing and 
spit out incisive quips left and right; on 
others, he’s impenetrably wary. During 
our conversation, he’s polite but very 
reserved, using “I don’t know” and vari¬ 
ations thereof in most answers. 

While Crow isn’t forthcoming about 
analyzing supernatural experiences, it 
isn’t hard to understand why the band 
elicit these associations. Their music is 
in serious pursuit of trying to understand 
the self as intricately and deeply as pos¬ 
sible—so much so that it can feel like it’s 
extending onto a whole other plane. They 
abstain from melodramatic explosions, 
instead embracing contained, precise 
movements and pained, half-smiling 
melodies. Crow and Smith’s work is 
enchantingly secretive, providing sparsely 
arranged stories for lyrics and leaving 
ample room for listeners to color in the 
spaces. At a fundamental level. Finback’s 
songs serve the same function as many 
pop tunes by fitting desperation, confu¬ 
sion and other messy emotions into palat¬ 
able, digestible packages. Feel free to hum 
along here, but do pay mind to all the god¬ 
damn sadness buried under the surface. 

Finback’s beginnings were shrouded 
in a similar sense of uncertainty. When 
Crow and Smith originally met, they 
weren’t instant BFFs. “We sort of seemed 
to avoid each other,” Crow says with a 
soft chuckle. Both had bands and ended 
up as roommates for about two months. 


bonding as musicians who decided to 
work together. Crow is circumspect when 
assessing anything he might have wanted 
Finback’s formation to accomplish. “The 
only ambition I ever had was to try to 
make something that I’d be interested in 
and would make me happy,” he says. 

He later revisits this idea by noting he 
wanted to make “something that would be 
challenging to the listener and the artist, 
yet would somehow be inherently catchy.” 

Music is constantly bubbling in his 
head. Crow’s resume includes a boat¬ 
load of non-Finback projects, including 
Thingy, Heavy Vegetable, the Ladies, Gob¬ 
lin Cock, Fhysics and Team Sleep. Smith, 
meanwhile, has been in several others, 
such as Three Mile Filot. Finback’s last 
major release was 2007’s Autumn of the 
Seraphs, and their fifth full-length. Infor¬ 
mation Retrieved, should follow in early 
2012. Crow isn’t able to articulate what 
keeps his attraction to this project afloat 
after so many years behind them and so 
many other distractions available. “I hon¬ 
estly don’t know,” he says. “If I did know, 
it would probably ruin it.” 

Not surprisingly, attempting to squeeze 
details about Information Retrieved out 
of Crow does little good. “There are 
ideas, but they can’t be talked about until 
they’re all done,” the guitarist says. 

“You’re very cryptic,” I say, and his 
response is five words that speak vol¬ 
umes about why all the smoke and fog 
exist in Finback’s world: 

“That is exactly the point.”

The boys of Metalachi love boobs

I cle, ‘Boobies/” El Cucuy, trumpet 
I player, says. “And your first sen¬ 
tence would be boobs.” 

Breasts, in one word or another, came 
up nearly 30 times during our interview 
with two of the five brothers who make 
up the metal mariachi band. “The most 
surreal moment [of our career was] when 
we had three girls show us their boobies 
after a show at the same time. We like to 
call them chi chis” brother Maximillian 
“Dirty” Sanchez says. 

“Chi chis. It’s like a magic word,” El 
Cucuy says. “It’s like a fine wine.” 

Though we can’t verify the validity of 
their claims, the brothers Espinoza say 
their mother, Consuela Espinoza, con¬ 
ceived them simultaneously in 1982 after a 
“night of snorting horse tranquilizers with 
seven members of the village jai alai team 
in a Super Ocho” motel in Veracruz, Mex¬ 
ico. El Cucuy, now based in Los Angeles, 
doesn’t see the novelty in their origins. 

“What’s so strange about it? I don’t 
know. I think it’s pretty rock & roll,” 
he says. “It gives you something to sing 
about. You can make a song about losing 
your virginity to a came asada burrito. 
Man, that sounds like a country song.” 

Though country they are not. They 
combine the bad-ass arrangements and 
lyrics of metal bands such as Metallica 
and hair metal such as Guns N’ Roses and 
Bon Jovi with the distinct instrumenta¬ 
tion of mariachi. The intro to “Crazy 
Train” on a trumpet? Yes, please. They 
cite Black Sabbath as the greatest metal 
band ever. “They’re dark, and they’re 
scary, and their music kicks ass, and they 
play metal,” El Cucuy says. “And they get 
a lot of boobies on tour.” 

The genres are more similar than you 
might think. They are both epic styles 
and take a fair amount of skill to execute. 
“There’s a commonality in the people 
who like both types of music,” El Cucuy 
says. “You look at people who listen to 
metal: Either they’re high, they’re drunk, 
or they do drugs. You look at the people 
of mariachi: Their blood-alcohol level 


is above that of a tranquilized horse. 
They’re so drunk off tequila, they laugh, 
they scream, they get naked, they dance.” 

The band’s motto is “The more you 
drink, the better we sound.” 

El Cucuy quickly adds, “And the more 
likely you are to show your chi chis” 

Their wardrobe is similar to that of 
Kiss, except with lit-up sombreros. “You 
have to kill people to get [a sombrero],” 
Maximillian says. 

“I have to apologize for my brother; 
he’s very dark and likes to kill people,” El 
Cucuy says. “Me, I could probably get you 
one for some boobies. Okay, I consider 
that a fair trade.” 

According to Maximillian, all of their 
costumes are custom-made by child fac¬ 
tory workers in Mexico. They assure that 
the children are paid fair and square— 
with tacos and Chiclets. 

“Yeah, little kids love Chiclets,” El 
Cucuy says. 

When they take time off from being in 
the self-proclaimed “greatest heavy metal 
band to ever live,” Maximillian is busy 
hunting chupacabras and making tacos 
with their meat. “Have you ever had the 
McRib at McDonald’s?” El Cucuy asks. 

“It tastes like [chupacabra]. It’s probably 
what McDonald’s uses.” 

Quite the baker, El Cucuy also bakes 
cookies in the shape of kittens and—what 
else?—boobies. 

Metalachi are working on their debut 
album, thanks to fan-raised funds from a 
successful Kickstarter campaign. A few 
names they’re playing with for the album 
title? Enter the Pink Taco and Prairie Dog. 

“People have the misconception it’s 
fake, that we’re not for real,” Maximillian 
says. “But when people come to our shows, 
they have nothing but respect for mariachi 
and metal music. People think it’s stupid 
and silly, but it’s actually great music.”

arling Abbeygate brings her 
irrepressible sass, country and 
rockabilly sounds to Big’s Grill 
in Fullerton, with her regular Karling’s 
Rockabilly Review series. On Wednes¬ 
day, she concludes a series of fund-rais¬ 
ing holiday shows benefitting Save-A- 
Life Cat and Dog Adoptions. We caught 
up with Abbeygate—who recently 
released a Christmas With Karling CD, 
a mix of standards and originals done 
in her spirited and saucy way—between 
recording sessions in early November. 

OC Weekly: Bot/i your Christmas CD 
and the associated shows are dedicated 
as fund-raisers to Save-A-Life. Could 
you say more about what the organiza¬ 
tion does and what your own interest 
and involvement with it have been? 

Karling Abbeygate: It’s a no-kill, 
nonprofit organization run by volun¬ 
teers. Earlier this year, I discovered a 
family of feral cats had made my shed 
into their home. Being a huge animal- 
lover, I fed the cats and let them stay 
in my shed. However, my band was 
getting ready to go on tour, so I knew 
I’d have to find another solution. I 
searched and searched, but because the 
mother cat had a cold, I was informed 
that the whole family would have to 
be euthanized. Finally, I came across 
Save-A-Life. To my great relief, [the 


people there] were willing to take them 
in. It was during this meeting with 
[co-founder/shelter director] Diana 
Daunert from Save-A-Life that I discov¬ 
ered post-holidays are a terrible time 
for animal abandonment. Well-intend¬ 
ing folks give animals as gifts without 
thinking through the commitments 
entailed in looking after a pet. Save-A- 
Life will rescue animals from death row 
and get them adopted at places such as 
Petco and local farmers’ markets. I was 
so grateful to Diana that I decided if the 
opportunity came about, I would like to 
do something to help. 

Was any earlier artist in particular 
an inspiration when it came to putting 
your own stamp on familiar songs? 

I do love the way Frank Sinatra 
sings “Jingle Bells,” but it’s such a dis¬ 
tinctive arrangement that we couldn’t 
have done it that way. But I think 
that particular treatment of that song 
helped to keep me firm in the opinion 
that we can do whatever we like. 

What’s the biggest challenge you find 
in writing Christmas originals, given 
the strength of the classics? 

I wasn’t actually sure how it would 
work out, writing six original Christmas 
songs in a matter of a week. But as with 
the recording, it really seemed to flow. 
The first one was “Santa’s Got a Crush 
On Me.” It’s quirky and a little naughty. 

I believe “Angel Tears” might be the 
song closest to a Christmas classic in a 
comparable way. I believe other artists 
could sing it just as easily as myself, so I 
have hopes this will eventually happen. 

The first two fund-raisers featured 
James Intveld and Big Sandy, respec¬ 
tively. Any particular surprises for the 
final event on Dec. 21? 

It’s going to be good. We will be call¬ 
ing in a lot of favors, and many of the 
great artists who appear at Karling’s 
Rockabilly Review will be there in full 
force to help this cause. We will also 
be having burlesque dancers entertain. 
We’re putting a lot of effort into this, so 
it’s sure to be an event to remember.

Tm a man who recently started seeing a wonder¬ 
ful woman. Like me, she's divorced. While my 
ex-wife left me for another man, my girlfriend's 
ex-husband was controlling and abusive.

But I find 
myself feeling guilty for having the kink in the 
first place.The thought of her enduring what she 
did brings me to tears. How do I get past this? 

Lacking A Clever Acronym 

If your girlfriend’s ex-husband had manipu¬ 
lated or bullied her into vaginal intercourse—if 
he had repeatedly and brutally raped her 
vaginally during their terrible, awful, no good, 
very bad marriage—would you feel guilty about 
an interest in consensual, vanilla, missionary, 
penis-in-vagina intercourse?
